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Bank Bill To Prevent Ano- 


ther Holiday Passes Senate; 


Deposits To Be Guaranteed 


WASHINGTON, May 25,—A 
steel-ribbed banking bill, the Glass- 
Steagull measure, designed to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such a finan- 
cial emergency as rocked the coun- 
try on March 4, when the bank 
holiday was declared, was passed 
today by the Senate with less than 
four hours of debate, 

Revsied considerably from the 
form in which it held the Senate 
in prolonged dispute and filibuster 
lust session, the bill passed with- 
out the formatity of a record vote. 

It carries provisions foy both 
emergency and permanent insur- 
ance of bank deposits and calls 
for the severance of banking and 
investment business. The measure 
will go into the hands of a con- 
ference committee which will rec- 
oncile differences between the Sen- 
ate bill and the one passed by the 
House Tuesday, The two are sim- 
ilar except for slightly different 
deposit insurance provisions. 

While the legislation hugs not 
been made part of the Roosevelt 
program, its backers hope the Pres- 


ident will see his way clear to | 


sign it, 

Senator Long (D), Louisiana, 
who led the filibuster against the 
Glass measure last session, said he 
favored the new one because it 
contained “protection for the little 
bank which the last bill did not 
hifve.” 

An amendment providing for the 
insurance of deposits in all banks 
for one year, beginning July 1, 
after which time the Glass perma- 
nent insurance fund woud begin 
to operate, was put into the bill 
at the request of Senator Vanden- 
berg (R), Michigan, It provides 
for the insurance of deposits up 
to $2,500 in Federal Reserve mem- 
bey banks and state banks certi- 
fied by state authorities to be 
solvent, 

The participating banks would 
be assessed one half of one per 
cent of their total deposits to set 
up the fund, They could be assess- 
ed an additional sum if necessary 
after January 1, 1984. 

During the life of the fund, 
which the treasury would back 
with an appropriation of $10,000,- 
000, no participant could pay more 
than 2% per cent on insured de- 
posits. 

The Glass insurance clause, to 
become operative July 1, 1984, cre- 
ates a corporation with assets ap- 
proaching $2,000,000,000 to guard 
deposits in reserve member banks 
and to speed up the liquidation of 
closed institutions. 

The first $10,000 of a deposit 
would be fully guaranteed; all 
from $10,000 to $50,000 would be 
insured up to 75 per cent, and all 
over $50,000 by 50 per cent. 

The corporation would be cap- 
italized by subscription of $150,- 
000,000 from the treasury; half 
the reserves of Federal Reserve 
Banks, and one-half of one per 
cent of the deposits in member 
banks, 

Management would be vested in 
a board of directors of five, one 
of whom would be the comptroller 
of the currency; one a member of 
the reserve board and three select- 
ed by the governors of the 12 re- 
serve banks, 

Another major provision of the 
measure, and one which has been 
opposed by J. P. Morgan in the 
present banking committee investi- 
gation, provides that private bank- 
ing houses shal] not do both a de- 
posit and investment security busi- 
ness. 

Other major provisions would: 

Stop payment of interest on de- 
mand deposits; ; 

Permit the reserve board to lim- 
it interest on time deposits; 

Limit to 25 the number of di- 
rectors a national bank might 
have; 

Admit Morris plan-and mutual 
savings banks to the reserve sys- 
tem; 

Prevent interlocking directorates 
between private and commercial 
banks.

First reports 
stated that Mr, Brunson was 
drowned in Choectawhatchie River 
near Wise’s Bluff, popular fishing 
samp, while fishing with a party 
of friends composed of W. O. Mul- 
key and W. A, Watson of Geneva 
and State Senator T. S. Faulk of 
Samson, 

Later, however, it was learned 
that Mr. Brunson died from natur- 
al causes, as he had been suffering 
for a number of years, and that 
he fell from the boat after death 
seized him, His body was recoy- 
ered several hours later and 
brought to his Samson home. Fu- 
neral services were held Sunday 
and were attended by an unusual- 
ly large crowd of friends and rel- 
atives from all over Southeast Ala- 
bama. 

Mr. Brunson was a son of Mrs. 
Nan EB. Brunson and a brother of 
Messrs. A. C., B. S, and F. P. 
Brunson, and Mrs. Lillie Grant, 
all of Elba. He also leaves a fam- 
ily and a number of other relatives.

BANK OFFICIALS ACQUITTED IN 


FRAUD CHARGES WEDNESDAY ; 
JURY FREES KINGSLEY SAT’ DAY 


Just as the forms for this issue 
were being closed, word comes 


from Dothan that L, A. Boyd, H. | 


C, Johnson, R. S. Boyd and C, EB. 
Dorsey, who have been on trial in 
U. S. Court there since last Sat- 
urday, have been acquitted on a 
directed verdict, The case tried 
Was one where the former bankers 
were charged with using the mails 
to defraud in connection with a 
loan made to the closed bank. 
There are other cases pending 
against the officers of the closed 
institution, but no definite an- 
nouncement has been made as to 
when the trials will come up. 


The jury in the Kingsley case, 
reporting shortly after noon Sat- 
urday, brought in a verdict of 
acquittal. 


DOTHAN, May 27.—As the case 
of Philip F. Kingsley, bookkeeper 
of the closed First National Bank 
of Elba, charged with fraud in 
connection with the institution’s 
failure, went to a jury in U. 8. 
district court here today, trial of 
four other officials of the bank on 
similar charges opened, 

The jury on the Kingsley case 
began deliberations shortly after 


9:30 a.m., and at noon had not! 


reached a verdict, The other of- 
ficials of the bank whose trial op- 
ened today are: lL, A. Boyd, H. 
C. Johnson, Ridgeway S. Boyd and 
Claude E. Dorsey. All of the de- 
fendants have been free under 
bond since their arrest several 
months ago. 

The docket of this session of 
court was sprinkled with bank cas- 
es, nine officials of the consolidat- 
ed First National and Farmers and 
Merchants Bank of Enterprise hay- 
ing been called to trial earlier in 
the week. Charges against seven 
of the officials were nol prossed 
when two of the defendants, Lint 


Warren and Louie H. Sessions, | 


pleaded guilty. Sentencing of 
Warren and Session was deferred 
by Judge C. B, Kennamer until 
September 1.

Voters Will Pass On Five 
Questions At Polls July 18 


Prohibition pepeal, taxation, debt 
validation and economy will be be- 
fore the voters of Alabama for re 
jection or ratification as they go 
to the polls July 18, 

Five proposals must be voted 
upon, and upon their outcome hing- 
es the probability of Gov, Miller 


jcalling a third special session of 


the Legislature. 

The first proposal is prohibition 
repeal, and the voters will elect 
116 delegates to a convention to 
be held in Montgomery in August, 
at which Alabama's vote on nation- 
al prohibition repeal will be cast 
officially. The election of the dele- 
gates is, to all intent and purposes, 
an outright referendum, since the 
delegates will be bound to cast 
their vote—wet or dry—according 
to the outcome of the referendum 
carried on the ballot. 

Second, the question of a state 
income tax—limited to 5 per cent 
—must be decided. This propos- 
ed tax ranges from 1 to 5 per 
cent on individual incomes; and a 
flat 3 per cent rate on corporation 
incomes after deductions have been 
made for exemptions, 

Last November the voters re- 
jected the tax—then without limit 
—almost two to one. 

The third proposal calls upon 
the voters to validate the state's 
floating debt of $19,000,000 and 
authorize the issuance of interest-— 
bearing certificates for outstanding 
warrants, unpaid appropriations to 
the higher institutions of learning 
for buildings, and an approximate 
$900,000 debt of the normal 
schools for buildings erected with- 
out a specific appropriation. 

The certificates would bear 5 
per cent interest, and would be re- 
tired out of the proceeds of the 
income tax, if ratified, or out of 
the general fund. 

The fourth proposal is the 
Sparks amendment to suspend un- 
til 1985 the constitutional jnhibi- 
tion that prohibits the Legislature 
from reducing the salaries of con- 
stitutional officials during their 
term of office. 

If this amendment ig ratified, 
then the drastic salary reductions 
contained in the Lapsley-Lusk uct 
will be effective immediately on 
constitutional officials. This act 
provides a $6,000 maximum salary 
for any official, reduces the salary 
of the goverrior from $7,500 to 
$6,000; the Supreme Court justices 
from $7,500 to $5,000: state health 
officer and president of the Ala- 
bama Public Service Commission 
from $6,000 to $8,600, and leaves 
somewhat similar reductions on 
other state officials. 

The last proposal would re- 
duce from eight to four weeks the 
time required for the publication 
of amendments to the constitution 
before they are voted upon.

elected to that house shall vote 
in favor thereof, the proposed 
amendments shail be sent to 
the other house, in which they 
shall like wise be read on three 
several days, and if upon the 
third reading three-fifths of all 
the members elected to that 
house shall yote in favor of the 
proposed amendments, the leg- 
islature shall order an election 
by the qualified electors of the 
state upon such _ proposed 
amendments, to be held either 
at the general election next 
succeeding the session of the 
legislature at which the amend- 
ments are proposed or upon 
another day appointed by the 
legislature, not less than three 
months after the final adjourn- 
ment of the session of the leg- 
islature at which the amend- 
ments were proposed. Notice 
of such election, together with 
the proposed amendments, 


shall be given by proclama 
tion of the governor, which 
shall be published in every 


county in such manner as the 
legislature shall direct, for at 
least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day ap 
pointed for such election. On 
the day so appointed an elec- 
tion shall be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the 
state upon the proposed amend- 
ments. If such election he 
held on the day of the general 
election, the officers of such 
general election shall open a 
poll for the vote of the quali- 
fled electors upon the proposed 
amendments; if it be held on a 
day other than that of a gen- 
eral election, officers for such 
election shall be appointed; 
and the election shall be held 
in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general 
slections. In all elections upon 


such proposed amendments, | 


the votes oast thereat shall be 

canvassed tabulated and re- 

turns thereof be made to the 

Secretary of State, and counted, 

im the same manner as in elec- 

tions for representatives in the 

logisiature; and if it shall | 
thereupon appear that a major- 
ity@of the qualified ,electors 
who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendments 
voted in favor of the same, | 
such amendments shall be valid 
to all intents and purposes as 
parts of this Constitution. The 
result of such election shall be 
made known by proclamation 
ef the Governor. Representa- 
tion in the legislature shall be 
based upon population, and 
such basis of representation 
shall not be changed hy consti- 
tutional amendments. 

I further direct and proclaim 
that notice of the election upon the 
above set forth amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, be given 
by publishing the same once 4a 
week for eight successive weeks | 
next preceding the 18th day of 
July, 1988, in each County of the 
State of Alabama in a newspaper 
published in said County. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have 
hereunto set my hand and have 
caused the Great Seal of the State 
to be affixed at the Capitol, in the

THE ICE PATROL 


It sometimes take a great disas- 
ter to awaken a community or a 
nation to the fact that a known 
menace to life and property often 
may be removed through intelli- 
gent action. Such was the lesson 
of the Titanic, sunk though col 
lision with an ieeberg on April 14, 
1912, with a loss of 1,517 lives. 

This shocking tragedy of the 
sea aroused a demand for precau- 
tionary measures, resulting in the 
formation of the international ice 
patrol to watch for and report the 
locations of icebergs in the North 
Atlantic steamer lanes during the 
dangerous ason of each year, 
which is the late spring and early 
summer, 

Ten nations joined in bearing 
the expense, the patrol duty being 
performed by United States Coast 
Guard cutters. This patrol has | 
been maintained each year since 
the Titanic disaster, with the ex-| 
ception of two years during the | 
World War, 

Two cutters are employed each 
year, using Halifax as a base, and 
they send out information of ice- 
bergs sighted, this information be- | 
ing transmitted by radio to all ves- 
sels in the danger zone. Captains 
of vessels of all nations cooperate 
by reporting to the ice patrol any 
icebergs sighted by them, this data 
also being broadcast by radio twice 
daily. 

In the 20 years since the ice pa- 
trol was established not a single 
life hag been lost nor a single ship

WHEREAS, notice of such elec 
together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law to 
be given by a proclamation of the 
Governor: 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, BY M 
Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, di 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 18th day of July, 19838, an elec- 
tion will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama for the vote of the quali: 
fied electors of the State of Ala-

nals; provided, the Governor 
may be authorized to negotl- 
ate temporary loans, neyer to 
exceed Three Hundred Thou. 
sand Dollars, to meet the de- 
fidiencies in the Treasury, and 
until the same is paid no new 
loan shall be negotiated; (pro 
vided, further, that this section 
shall not be so construed as to 
prevent the issuance of bonds 
for the purpose of refunding 
the existing bonded indebted- 
ness of the State. Provided, 
further, that this Section shall 
not be so construed as to pre- 
vent the Governor from paying 
interest at the rate of not ex- 
ceeding 6% per annum, pay- 
able semi-annually from July 1, 
1933, on the floating indebted- 
ness of the State at the close 
of business on September 80, 
1982, as shown by outstanding 
and unpaid warrants drawn on 
the Treasury, as provided by 
law, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $16,943,357.12 and items 
enumerated in an Ast of the 
Legislature number 294, being 
Senate Bill 272, approved No- 
vember 9, 1932, all of which are 
hereby ratified and confirmed.) 
All warrants and/or instru- 
ments issued or to be issued 
representing such indebtedness 
shall be a direct obligation of 
the State, and for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest thereon, the 
full faith and oredit of the 
State is Bhereby irrevocably 
pledged, and such warrants 
and/or instruments shall be ex- 
empt forever from all taxes of 
every kind. Any Act creating 
or ineurring any new debt 
against the State, except as 
herein provided for, shall be 
absolutely void. To oreate a 
sinking fund for the prompt 
and faithful payment of the 
floating indebtedness of¢ the 
State, and interest thereon, the 
net proceeds of any income tax 
which may be levied by the 
Legislature pursuant to law is 
hereby pledged. To prevent fu- 
ture deficits in the State Treas- . 
wry, it shall be unlawful from 
and after the adoption of this 
amendment for the State Comp- 
troller of the State of Alabama 
to draw any warrant or other 
order for the payment of money 
belonging to, or administered 
by, the State of Alabama upon 
the State Treasury, unless 
there is in the hands of such 
Treasurer money appropriated 
and available for the full pay: 
ment of the same. In case 
there is, at the end of any fis- 
cal year, insufficient money in 
the State Treasury for the pay- 
ment of all proper claims pre- 
sented to the State Comptroller 
for the issuance of warrants, 
the Comptroller shall issue 
warrants for that proportion of 
each such claim which the 
money available for the pay- 
ment of all of said claims bears 
to the whole, and such warrants 
for such prorated sums shall 
thereupon be paid by the State 
Treasurer. At the end of each 
fiscal year all unpaid appropri- 
atlons which exceed the 
amount of money in the State 
‘Treasury subject to the pay- 
ment of the same after the pro- 
ration above provided for, shall 
thereupon become null and 
void to the extent of such ex- 
cess, Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this amend- 
ment shall, on conviction, be

Col, Bunker's only information 
regarding the additional alloca- 
tions, up to a late hour last night, 
had been through the press. It is 
p esumed, however, that official no- 
t fication will come direct to him 
from Washington, D. C., some 
t me today, 

The eight new projects embrace 
forestry work in 10 counties, thar 
located mainly in Escambia includ- 
ing most of that county and a part 
of Conecuh, The one in Monroe 
will extend into Wilcox. 

Because of the fact that fores- 
try camp sites are selected by U. 
S. Army officers, Col, Bunker last 
night was able to furnish in- 
formation only as to the approxi- 
rate location of the camps, as 
follows: 

Bseambia, near Brewton, 

Monroe, somewhere in the north- 
eyn part of the county. 

Tuscaloosa, somewhere north of 
the town of Holt. 

Washington, near Chatom, 

Baldwin, Southeast of Bay Mi- 
nettle, 

Clarke, north of Jackson in the 
western part of the county. 

Jefferson, fairly close to 
west of Bessemer. 

Geneva, in Geneve State Park, 
in Western part of the county, 

Work to be done will include 
various protective improvements, 
construction of truck roads and 
trails, building of telephone lines 
and observation towers, improve- 
ment, cutting, thinning of growth 
where it is too thick, planting, and 
construction of fire-breaks.

$50,000,000 Loan For China| 
To Buy U. S. Cotton, Wheat} 


WASHINGTON, June 5,——-Un- 
dey President Roosevelt's direction, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration has arranged a $50,000,000 
loan to China to buy American 
cotton and wheat, a significant step 
jin the campaign for the foreign 
farm market, The deal, calculat- 
ed to lift a big share of the coun- 
try’s cotton curplus, concluded the 
recent conferences between Roose- 
velt and Chinese representatives. 
It will make possible at present 
prices the Chinese purchase of 
/900,000 bales of cotton and 12,- 
500,000 bushels of wheat, 

This will put a big dent in the 
estimated cotton carry-ove of 18,- 
000,000 bales, and is less vital to 
wheat, since the world carry-over 
is over 360,000,000 bushels.

Honey Bees Bring 
$250,000 To Alabama 


Alabama bee producers have 
this Spring shipped 700,000,000 
bees to the northern states and 
Canada and for them have received 
about $250,000. 

Thomas Atchison, Department of 
Agriculture Apiary Inspector, re- 
ports 250,000 queen bees and 60,- 
000 two- and three-pound package 
of bees shipped. This is a 25 per 
cent increase over any previous 
year, 

Mr. Atchison estimates that the 
60,000 packages of bees contained 
about 140,000 pounds of bees and 
that there are 5,000 bees to the 
pound, which makes approximately 
700,000,000 bees in the total ship- 
ment from the State.
